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The results of the polls throughout the United Kingdom which were de- 
clared on Saturday show that the nation as'a whole is solidly behind 
the Coalition. Mr. Licyd George received a total vote which places 
him in a position altogether independent of opposition groups. 

The Premier himself was returned with an overwhelming majority, while 

Mr. Asquith and many other ex-Ministers who opposed the Coalition 

were defeated. At least three prominent Labour leaders were also 

unseated. No woman candidate in Great Britain was returned, 
reland the feature of the elections was the virtual annihilation of the 

Nationalist Party—only six out of 68 being returned—and the triumph 

of Sinn Fein, which has returned 73 members. lrish Unionists, who 

now number 28, are stronger by eight than they were in the last 

Parliament.
